Golf Course Future In Debate 


Efforts to guarantee a permanent, 
championship golf course for the city 
df Placentia are still not completely 
determined this week as_ the 
principals involved try to consumate 
a package of 29 different property 
owners into the major deal. 

The Alta Vista Golf Course as it 
now stands, it scheduled to be 
phased out in 1986. 

Underway is a joint venture of 
pioneer families, who are owners of 
the property under and around the 
present golf course, for an overall 
development of 361 acres of land. 
The property, if proposals can be 
realized, will eventually contain an 
even larger golf course on both sides 
of Alta Vista Street, residential 
sections and commercial develop- 
ments. 

Also mentioned at the recent 


hearing before the city’s planning 
commission by Alta Vista Golf 
Course manager and part owner, M. 
Dee Johnson, is a possibility that the 
expanded program may be develop- 
ed to include both tennis courts and 
swimming facilities in conjunction 
with the golf course club house. 

The most recent hurdle for the 
expansive residential planned com- 
munity zone around the golf course, 
is the possible cost of improvements 
that might be levied against the 
development which would make its 
continuance prohibitive. 

Johnson mentioned the cost of a 
$356,000 estimate for the relocation 
of the Standard Oil lines under the 
property. ‘‘That estimate was two 
years ago,’’ Johnson confirmed. 
‘And it almost killed the deal.’’ 

Involved are the Chapman, 


Wickett and Kraemer families, 
owners of the 361 acres. The golf 
course, which would meander 
throughout the development would 
consume 130 acres, 72 acres of it 
north of Alta Vista Street, where the 
golf course presently lies. The 
northern lands are owned by 17 
Chapmans and Wicketts scattered 
throughout the United States. The 
southern properties are in the names 
of Founders K __ representing 
approximately 12 Kraemer family 
heirs. 

The overall planning for the vast 
acreage, which lies between 
Kraemer Boulevard and Rose Drive, 
will include a minimum of 60 per 
cent single family residential, or 
roughly 88 acres. Other residential, 
which can go as high as 25 units to 
the acre and commercial develop- 


ments will cover 144 acres. 

The focal point of the expansive 
planning is the golf course, which 
will yield less per acre back to its 
owners than would a residential 
development, Johnson pointed out, 
approximately a fifth or a tenth as 
much. 

New plans for the country club are 
to leave nine holes of the course in 
their present location, running as far 
north as Palm Drive. This also would 
master plan the golf course any 
place that it is currently adjacent to 
homes. Nine holes would be 
removed from the northern section 
and relocated south of Alta Vista 
Street. Homes -will be built 
throughout the golf course area with 
views on the golfing greens. 

The average density for the 
property will be 7.1 units per acre.

Valencia High School’s Letterman 
Basketball Tournament produced a 
number of pleasant surprises with 
the Hawks winning the crown. It was 
the second year win for El Dorado 
with a 56-47 tally over Rancho 
Alamitos. 

A great deal of excitement at the 
tournament was generated by the 
Valencia Tiger hosts, who broke a 
48-game losing streak with two solid 
wins. 

In the consolation contest, the 
Tigers bested Anaheim with a 54-42 
score and won a second game with a 
56-52 margin over Santiago before 
jubilant fans. The Tigers have had 
winning problems for the past two 
years, since the school became one 
of the smallest in the Orange League 
following a split of the student body 
with the opening of the new 
Esperanza High School campus.

Superentendent Sterling Fox of 
the YL District detailed a series of 
incidents that has stalled ongoing 
negotiations and resulted in a 
proposal to include the local study 
into one embracing all districts in 
Orange County. 

Fox shocked his Board of Trustees 
at last week’s meeting wih his 
report on the merger. He said a 
heart attack involving a county 
official working on the matter, 
subsequent lack of manpower, a 
negative decision on financing the 
hiring of a consultant by the County 
Counsel have all added to the 
confusion and stymied the study. 

The Fullerton High School 
District, from which Yorba Linda 
would withdraw if annexation to the 
PUSD was accomplished, has 
refused to make a decision on that 
withdrawal until a study has been 
made and a report returned. 

Some Yorba Linda _ students 
attend Troy High in the Fullerton 
District. An additional high school 
site in Yorba Linda is also involved. 

Trustees wondered aloud if there 
might be some ‘‘pre-planning’’ to 
halt the merger. Also ventured was 
the opinion that ‘‘someone may have 
pushed the reject button.’’ Fox 
replied ‘‘no’’ to these allegations 
but added: ‘‘We’re beginning to 
wonder what is going on.”’ 

‘‘Maybe if the people start to 
squawk?’’ questioned another 
trustee. It was finally decided to 
instruct Fox to meet with the 
superintendents of the other two 
districts and to ‘‘come back with a 
plan.’’ It wasn’t mentioned whether 
the plan would be to try and get the 
study moving again or to effect the 
merger. 


Guerreros File For Damages 


A claim for a quarter of a miilion 
dollars has been filed against the 
city of Placentia by Mr. and Mrs. 
Marcelino Guerrero, over the 
widening of Placentia Avenue 
alongside their home on Sunset 
Drive. 

Antonio Gigliotti, Long Beach, 
attorney for the Guerreros said that 
$100,000 of the amount is for special 
damages and $150,000 for general 
damages. 


The Guerreros have objected to 
the widening of Placentia Avenue 
which brings the street within 14 
feet of their home and garage. The 
alteration has made it unsafe to 
enter and exit from their garage 
which opens onto Placentia Avenue, 
the Guerreros have stated. 


When the Guerreros sought a 
preliminary injunction to have the 
widening halted, they were required 


to place a $1,500 bond with a 
bonding company, Gigliotti ex- 
plained. The city of Placentia is 
requesting $485.40 of this amount, 
Gigliotti said, allegedly owed the 
city, as damages for the delay in the 
widening project. 


Gigliotti said there has been no 
offer to settle the matter out of court 
and there has been no communica- 
tion from the city. 


Tynes Contract Extended 


John O. Tynes, 59, named 
Superintendent of Schools for the 
35-square mile Placentia Unified 
School District, after serving for 
nine months as its chief administra- 
tive officer, has received an 
extension of his contract to June 30, 
1979 by unanimous action of the 
Board of Trustees. 

Tynes is a long time resident of 
Placentia, first moving here in 1944 
to assume duties as a coach and 
teacher at Valencia High School. 
During his tenure at that school, he 
coached championship track. foot- 
ball and basketball teams. 

He was appointed to his post as 
superintendent in July, 1972. His 
contract would have expired June 
30, 1977. His annual pay is 
approximately $37,300 a year. 

The school board issued the 
following statement with the 
announcement of the new contract: 

“The board of education of the 
Placentia Unified School District has 
reviewed and_ evaluated the 
performance of Superintendent 
John Tynes for this past fiscal year.”’ 

‘This comprehensive evaluation 
has taken place in executive sessions 
and as a result, the board 


unanimously commends Mr. Tynes. 
He has the full support of the board 
and the board earnestly requests the 
enthusiastic support and coopera- 
tion of each of our certificated and 
classified employees and from every 
patron of the district.”’ 

*‘John has an unusual dedication 
to children,’’ the formal statement 
continues. *‘He has exhibited both 
wisdom and courage in decision- 
making and his judgment has 
proven sound in_ instructional, 
financial and personnel affairs. The 
board strongly supports John as the 
leader of this school district and will 
continue to operate in a manner that 
will enable John and his excellent 
staff to strive for the best 
educational program possible for 
every child in this district. Specific 
performance objectives for the 
board of education and_ the 
superintendent are established for 
this year. 

‘*The board thanks the entire staff 
for its dedication and hard work and 
the excellent progress toward 
implementing the goals of the 
district. We call on our complete 
management team to _ continue 
implementation of specific board 


priorities and objectives and to 
emphasize evaluation of the 
district's progress.” 

The statement continues: *‘The 
board reaffirms: 

“1. It's emphasis on the 
instructional aspect of our basic 
skills-oriented educational program

Paces Street Study 


In more than four hours of 
rhetoric, the five proposed precise 
alignments for the widening of 
Chapman Avenue, between Murray 
Street and Kraemer Boulevard, had 
their first public airing last week. 

Amid a deluge of testimony, 
members of the city’s planning 
commission voted to continue 
consideration of the comprehensive 
study, along with the Environmental 
Impact Report, until their first 
meeting in January, on January 13. 

During the more than four hours 
of staff reports, presentations, and 
testimonies, many disagreements 
and discrepancies appeared in the 
studies as a number of petitioners 
followed the basic review of the 
$6,900 Alignment Study for the 
avenue widening. Also involved is a 
$7,200 Environmental Impact Re- 


port. 
Encompassed were lengthy pre- 
sentations by Noel Torkelson, 


executive vice president of Govern- 
mental Professional Services, and 
Warren Seicke, traffic engineer, 
among the authors of the Alignment 
Study. 

Speakers from the floor indicated 
their disagreement with both facts 
stated in the report and conclusions. 

The Alignment Study, at length, 
outlines five ways of widening the 
several blocks on Chapman Avenue 
into a major 80-foot-wide arterial. It 
also encompasses leaving the street 
as it is and widening within the 
present rights-of-way. 

Authors of the Alignment Study 
also recommended Precise Align- 
ment Four as their choice, a 
widening path which would advance 
from the east to the west, through 
the edge of the Borcherding 
property on the north, a large slice of 
the Calvary Church playing field on 
the south; through the wing of the 
Calvary Church of Placentia, leaving 
the Bank of America intact. Taking 
corners off of both service stations at 
the major intersection of Bradford 
and Chapman Avenues, the 
alignment would miss the Southern 
Calfornia Water Company's 120- 
foot high water tower but would take 
a large chunk of the Foster Freeze 
parking lot 

From there it would principally 
take property from the north, 
blotting a slice from ground owned 
by the World Gospel Mission, city of 
Placentia property, Daniels home, 
Laborde rental and Laborde Real 
Estate building, which also houses 
The Placentia Courier and the 
Placentia Unified Education Asso- 
ciation offices. 

A 20-foot piece of Kraemer 
Memorial Park, down its Chapman 
Avenue length would then’ be 
removed, missing the Backs 
Memorial Fountain. Then a corner 
from open ground owned by the 
First Church of the Nazarene and a 
triangular piece of ground in front of 
the Yorba Building, which contains 
the News-Times, would be removed. 

On the south part of that same 
stretch, several homes would be left 
with the street coming literally to 
their front doors. The Gonzalez and 
Brummet homes would be taken. 

The recommendation, also sanc- 
tioned by city staff report, voiced by 
Ben Minamide, Acting Director of 
Community Development, was 
predicated on being the least 
expensive alignment at $855,000, 
also claiming the fewest structures 
to be removed. Other favorable 
aspects would be that the alignment 
contains the lowest number of units 
to be relocated and eradicates a 
reported three backout driveways. 
The route, however, would take 20 


feet off of Kraemer Park; leave 
visibility obstructions at Walnut 
Avenue and ‘‘from a_ traffic 
standpoint, this alternate is the least 
desirable because of the curvilinear 
alignment through the Bradford 
Avenue intersection,’’ the align- 
ment study states. 

“There will be a tendency for 
drivers to weave from their 
appropriate lanes when traversing 
the intersection. However, this 
problem can be minimized through 
use of raised lane markers and 
delineation lines in the inter- 
section,’’ the report defines. 

There were also indications at the 
meeting that formal adoption of the 
alignment may lead to at least two 
law suits against the city. Mr. and 
Mrs. Peter Laborde are now 
represented by legal counsel and a 
spokesman for the Foster Freeze 
property, owned by Mr. and Mrs, 
W.H. Barton of Yorba Linda said in 
testimony that he believed an act of 
taking the Foster Freeze parking lot, 
without recompense’ for the 
structure, would lead to litigation. 

Other points of contradiction 
concerned the disposition of the 
Southern California Water Company 
60,000 gallon water tank, mentioned 
in the report as a_ possible 
earthquake hazard; the number of 
backout driveways that would be left 
from any given alignment and the 
practicality of living in the homes 
that would remain untouched by the 
least expensive alignment. 

Also mentioned was the possibil- 
ity that according to the facts 
presented, one property owner ‘‘will 
have to parachute"’ into his home. 

None of the plans includes a lane 
of parking on Chapman Avenue, 
annarently a must in the case of the 
Laborde building. Also speakers 
recommended a concerted effort to 
move structures back on their 
properties whenever possible, 
thereby eliminating them from the 
widening path. 

Other major dissertations con- 
cerned the cul-de-sacing of one or 
more streets along the boulevard, 
also recommended in the report. 

Philip E. Lewis, Associate Pastor 
of the Calvary Church of Placentia, 
one of the buildings along Chapman 
Avenue, who is a resident of the 
general area, speaking of the 
alignment study, disagreed with the 
number of backout driveways that 
would be left in the various widening 
paths. 

“Then there is the Daniels 
residence,’’ Lewis added. *‘Align- 
ment four wipes out the front 
Daniels residence...but you're not 
touching the rear Daniels residence. 
The rear Daniels residence will have 
to be parachuted into because there 
is no driveway,’’ Lewis pointed out. 

At another home, Lewis embel- 
lished that ‘‘even if he drives a 
rabbit, he’s not going to be able to 
get into that garage. He's not going 
to be able to get in if you give him a 
radio controlled garage door opener. 
Because he’s not going to be able to 
execute a right turn and hit his 
garage.”’ 

Lewis also took exception to 
alignment four because of the sight 
distance at intersections and the 
matter of cul-de-sacing streets along 
the avenue: *'I do not agree with the 
streets that have been decided upon. 
I believe that there are some other 
kinds of alternatives.’’ 

Lewis objected to the cul-de- 
sacing of Walnut Street across from 
the Backs Memorial Fountain. *‘A 
lot of people come in on Walnut and 
go to church (First Nazarene

took about eight months from start 
to finish.

Dear Mrs. Mead: 

Over the past months you have 
published several letters concerning 
the City’s acquisition of five acres 
adjacent to the present Civic Center 
site. The letters have had one 
recurring theme, that somehow the 
City acted illegally, unethically, or 
immorally in the purchase of that 
property. Before the citizens rise up 
to ‘‘throw the rascals out’’ as Mr. 
Stackhouse suggests in his letter 
published in the December 10 
edition, perhaps the other side 
should be given an airing. 

The City Council decided in 1974 
to protect the citizens investment in 
the Civic Center by purchasing 
contiguous land while funds were 
available and the land was still 
vacant. As required by law, the City 
hired a bonded appraiser who 
valued the property, zoned Com- 
mercial, and located at one of the 
major intersections in Placentia at 
$85,000 per acre. The City 
subsequently completed negotia- 
tions to buy the land at that value 
and the transfer was consummated. 

The land will be maintained as a 
working orange grove until needed 
for future Civic Center develop- 
ment, probably five to ten years in 
the future. 

The questions surrounding the 
sale seem to concern the appraised 
value, the method of procurement 
and the sellers’ identification. 

It was and is the Council’s opinion 
that the appraised value was fair and 
accurate. The Library District had 
within the preceding year disposed 
of property similarly zoned and on 
the same street for $110,000 per 
acre. The appraisal reports for the 
widening of Chapman Avenue also 
indicate values in the area of 
$100,000 per acre for commercial 
acreage. 

In any event, two things about the 
appraisal should be brought out. 
First, the report is available for 
public review at City Hall. It does 
more than state a price, it gives the 
rationale for the pricing. Secondly, 
State Law requires a Government 
entity to purchase land at not lower 
than the bona fide appraised value. 
This latter point is significant 
because it means that a second or 
third appraisal could not possibly 
have reduced the price. 

The question has been raised as to 
why the procurement was ‘‘kept so 
secret.’ As sometimes happens in 
City business, you think you are 
communicating and you aren't. The 
proposed sale and discussion of it 
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least five votes taken on the 
property, one, to direct the staff to 
determine the availability of the 
property, and second, months later, 
to direct the staff to secure an 
appraisal, next to authorize the staff 
to negotiate the sale, then a vote to 
accept the negotiated price, and 
finally the Resolution necessary to 
authorize the payment. 

When the property was finally 
bought, it turned out the sellers 
were a firm or group called 
‘Placentia Landowners.’’ The 
Council didn’t know who these 
people were but it seemed academic 
since the City received clear title. 
When the identity of the sellers 
became a question of some 
interested citizens, the City 
attempted to identify them but to no 
avail since the estate executor was 
under no obligation to divulge the 
sharers in the trust. 

When the actual deed came to the 
City, it was easy enough to see who 
the sellers were since they were 
individually listed on the record. 
This list of names, some eighteen of 
them was made public and carried in 
the local paper. Mr. and Mrs. 
Scarpa, who wrote a letter to your 
paper asking again who were the 
Placentia Landowners had the list 
thirty days before they wrote asking 
the question because I saw to it that 
they had it in a letter I wrote to them 
on October 10. This can also be 
verified at City Hall. 

If there is suspicion that some 
Council member profited from the 
sale of the property, I suggest that 
concerned citizens check the 
disclosure information filed every 
six months by the Councilmen. 
These documents, required by two 
State laws are public record and are 
filed to let the citizens know what 
property and other interests each 
person in the position of making a 
decision has. 

Finally, regarding the ultimate 
use of the property; the Council has 
resisted making a specific designa- 
tion lest such a designation tie the 
hands of future Councils. It perhaps 
is not common knowledge, but even 
the present Civic Center complex 
does not house the entire City Staff. 

Old City Hall is being used by the 
Social Services Department and all 
but two members of the Recreation 
and Maintenance Services Depart- 
ment are housed on Main Street. 
Even at our present level of service, 
more space will be needed by 
saturation (around 1982). With the 
ever increasing demand for City 
operations, particularly in the areas 
of cultural development and social 
needs, more space may be required 
sooner than saturation.

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Senator Whetmore 
Declines To Run 


California State Senator James E. 
Whetmore, dean of Orange 
County’s legislative delegation, said 
from his office in Sacramento 
Monday, that he will return to the 
private practice of law and will not 
seek re-election to his 35th District 
seat. 

“On the advice of my physician, I 
have reluctantly concluded that, for 
the sake of my family and my own 
well-being, I should withdraw from 
active public service at the end of my 
present term,’’ Whetmore said. 

Whetmore indicated the decision 
was based upon the recommenda- 
tion of Dr. Albert A. Kattus of the 
Cardiology Department of UCLA 
who has been treating the veteran 
legislator for several years. 

‘‘While Dr. Kattus says I should 
have many productive years ahead 
of me, he tells me the demands of 
holding public office can only 
contribute to a worsening of my 
overall health,’’ Whetmore added. 

Whetmore’s announcement sig- 
nals an end to a public career which 
began with his election to the 
Assembly in 1962. After his 
re-election in 1964, the voters 
elevated him to the Senate in 1966 
where he has twice been re-elected 
by overwhelming margins. 

‘‘I have enjoyed the challenge of 
my years in the Legislature,’’ 
Whetmore said. ‘‘I know I’ll miss my 
many good friends in Sacramento as 
well as the excitement of the 
legislative scene. However, Dr. 
Kattus has been very specific in 


advising me to curtail the kind of 
activities imposed upon an elected 
official.’ 

Whetmore stressed his intention 
to serve out the remainder of his 
present term and to continue his 
political involvement after leaving 
office. ‘‘I expect to continue actively 
working for conservative candidates 
and officeholders.”’

endangering the people who stay 
there more,’’ Lewis concluded. 

Concerning the cul-de-sacing of 
Alta Street, which runs between the 
Calvary Church’s open property and 
the church itself, Lewis stated: ‘‘We 
are going to need an entrance to our 
property, to allow our members to go 
east and west...If you cul-de-sac 
Alta, then you are just going to make 
a street out of our parking lot. We do 
move an awful lot of cars on 
Sunday.”’ 

Ollie Weaver, who also spoke for 
Calvary Church, mentioned parking 
problems with concern and what 
factors would be involved if the 
widening takes a part of the church 
building. 

Weaver said that he wanted to be 
assured that the cost related to the 
church properties ‘‘would take into 
consideration some soundproofing 
of our building because we do not 
intend to move from here.’’ Weaver 
mentioned soundproofing and air 
conditioning. 

‘We do not feel that this is a cost 
we have incurred. We feel that that 
is a cost of the project...providing a 
sound barrier, decorating the 
sidewalk and a courtyard with 
foliage, these are elements of cost 
we consider a part of this alignment. 

**We feel a little uneasy,’ Weaver 
continued, ‘‘that we’re going to get 


down to the end you'll say ‘here’s 
how much money you have for your 
right-of-way’ and we’re going to 
say...‘that’s fine...you’ve just des- 
troyed our church!’’’ 

Jack Scarpa took exception to the 
city staff recommending alignment 
four. ‘‘We are widening Chapman 
Street so it can be a safer corridor to 


travel through...So the _ staff 
recommends the most least 
desirable...What we've created 


here is about three blocks of 
deadwood street.’’ Scarpa recom- 
mended straight alignment three. 


Bonnie Scarpa _ objected to 
alignments two and four because 
they do not allow for the removal of 
the Southern California Water 
Company tank. ‘‘I think now is a 
good time to get rid of that thing,’’ 
Mrs. Scarpa advised. ‘‘I think it’s a 
hazard. They are very dangerous. 
They just don’t use them anymotfe at 
all. That water tank holds 60,000 
gallons. I'd hate to have that thing 
fall down. That would be a terrible, 
terrible thing to our town.....es- 
pecially if we had just widened the 
street.”’ 


Robert Von Esch, Fullerton, 
attorney representing Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter Laborde, asked that the 
appraisal backup material be made 
available to the public. Mrs. Scarpa 
and Pastor Lewis also designated 
their belief that the cost figures are 
essential. 


Alphonzo Orosco, a Fullerton 
resident and former Placentia city 
councilman, testified that the 
council on which he served in the 
1960's established an alignment for 
the widening of Chapman Avenue. 
‘It was 40 feet from the monumental 
line,’ Orosco stated. 

“This was called an 80-foot 
secondary highway....and at that 
time a precise alignment was 
designated.”

$400,000 for fees to be levied against 
the sports development. 

He suggested instead that Alta 
Vista Limited immediately dedicate 
all of the rights of way for all of the 
property and that the fees be levied 
against later developments. ‘‘The 
golf course won’t generate the 
traffic,’’ the attorney pointed out. 

Also involved would be an 
exchange of properties with the city 
of Placentia. Already bestowed on 
the city is acreage for a future 
maintenance yard, a present from 
the late Edward Backs and Mrs. 
Angeline Backs. This property on 
the extension of Chapman Avenue, 
if developed, will be in the center of 
a residential area and the attorney 
suggested that the acreage be 
exchanged for a more appropriate 
location. 

Clabaugh says he is now 
authorized by Alta Vista Limited to 
make the exchange. 

Johnson said that the landowners 
are tentatively looking at a possible 
tennis club with 8 to 12 courts. 
Tennis has become such a popular 
pastime in Placentia that the city has 
recently installed pay nets to move 
players along faster on city owned 
courts. 

Included in the acreage as subject 


to standard improvements of any 
development, would be parts of 
Orangethorpe Avenue, Chapman 
Avenue, Rose Drive, Palm Drive, 
Alta Vista Street and Central 
Avenue. Other points to be 
considered for improvements are 
the Carbon Creek Channel which 
traverses the development. 

Also levied against the golf course 
would be $690 an acre, a city-wide 
fee for sewers and drainage fees. 
The subject area also falls into 
drainage areas C and D where fees 
currently are $1,920 and $2,615 per 
acre. Government code requires that 
they be applied to the golf course as 
well as other sections, Ben 
Minamide, Acting Director of the 
city’s community Development 
Department. pointed out. 

Among other conditions set out 
and approved by the planning 
commission are that Alta Vista 
Limited must install an overpass or 
underpass for golfers to cross Alta 
Vista Street. 

A spokesman for Placentia 
Citizens In Action, who live in homes 
around the present golf course, also 
asked the planning commission to 
consider an Environmental Impact 
Report for the golf course 
development, but said they are in 
sympathy with the use.

For Signals 


The City of Placentia 
Engineering Division is 
progressing toward ‘‘Stage 
2" approval with its Federal 
Aid Urban (FAU) Program 
projects. 

The $160,000 allocated to 
the Cilty constitutes 83 per 
cent of the $193,000 to be 
spent on two traffic signal 
projects. 

At the intersection of 
Orangethorpe Avenue and 
Melrose Street, the existing 
fixed time span-wire signal 
will be replaced by a full 
traffic-actuated system with 
standard signal displays 
and safety lighting. Also 
included at this location will 
be the acquisition of a 
rectangular parcel on the 
southeast corner approx- 
imately 64° by = 153° 
containing a single family 
residence. 

At the intersection of 
Kraemer Boulevard and 
Morse Avenue, the City 
Engineer has submitted a 
design study for approval 
by the Federal Highway 
administration (FHWA).

persecution were forced to 
return to Malawi and now 
experience brutal persecu- 
tion again. All of this is 
because of their refusal to 
join a political party.’’ 

Luke said he had received 
a report from N.H. Knorr at 
the Brooklyn Headquarters 
of Jehovah’s Witnesses. 
Knorr said that when a 
group of Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses arrived at the 
Malawi border, the Mini- 
ster for the Central Region, 
Mr. Kumbweza_ Banda, 
greeted them: 

‘‘We welcome you with 
both hands. You left Malawi 
of your own accord and now 
you have returned of your 
own accord. The Malawi 
Congress Party is still in 
power in this country. Go 


Malawi Youth, he said: 
‘*My boys are here to see 
that you do cooperate with 


the Party.’’ 
Soon roads in the north 
and central regions of 


Malawi were filled with 
Jehovah’s Witnesses on 
their way back to their home 
villages. 

In some instances the 
Witnesses were allowed to 
enter their villages and take 
up occupancy of houses 
they abandoned in 1972. 
However, in most cases 
Youth Leaguers soon called 
to ask if they were prepared 
to buy political party cards. 

Referring to Jesus’ ex- 
ample of political neutral- 
tiy, the Witnesses refused. 
Immediately beatings, rap- 
ings and other atrocities 
began again and many were 
driven from their homes.
